Online 
voting on 
the way

INNISFIL — Voting can be one 
click away for many Simcoe County 
residents in this fall's municipal elec¬ 
tions, with a number of town councils 
agreeing to Internet-based voting op¬ 
tions. 

In Innisfil, just over $52,000 will be 
spent to allow for online voting — a 
time frame for which has yet to be de¬ 
termined — although some council¬ 
lors expressed reservations over the 
potential for voting fraud during a re¬ 
cent meeting. 

Mayor Barb Baguley hopes the on¬ 
line option will encourage more par¬ 
ticipation by voters, who already have 
in-person voting and mail-in voting 
options. 

"It's good offering another alterna¬ 
tive and it's good for those non-resi¬ 
dents (people who own property in 
Innisfil and thus can vote) who don't 
actively live in the community, as well 
as young people who embrace tech¬ 
nology," she said, adding Internet se¬ 
curity concerns have been addressed. 
"I trust (the Internet) to do my bank¬ 
ing. Most people are good and honest 
and take the responsibility of voting 
seriously." 

Councillor Richard Simpson was 
opposed to the idea during a council 
meeting last week.

Debate on train whistles still on GO-ing

Innisfil residents near GO commuter train 
tracks will continue to hear whistles, despite 
four petitions in five years to have them cur¬ 
tailed. 

A final staff report and recommendations 
about the whistles, which came to councillors 
Wednesday night, recommended no ban on 
train whistles and no further action by coun¬ 
cil. 

Residents complaining that the trains 
sound their horns at every crossing peti¬ 
tioned for a ban in 2008, 2011, 2012 and 2013 
and a public information session was held in 
May 2013. 

The report noted that to stop the whistling, 
Innisfil would have to retain a third party 
engineering consultant to conduct a safety 
assessment of all affected crossings, and rec¬ 
ommend mitigation that could include addi¬ 
tional lights and barricades. 

The assessment and recommendation 
would then be reviewed by Metrolinx, and if 
approved, the additional crossing works 
would need to be completed at the town's 
cost. The report stated the process could take 
one to two years and cost between $100,000 
to $150,000 per crossing. 

A new liability insurance agreement would 
have to be executed with Metrolinx, the 
public notified and the works inspected, and 
a new whistle cessation bylaw would have to 
be adopted by the town. 

The town's insurers have indicated there 
would be no increase in premiums if a whis¬ 
tle cessation bylaw was passed but warned 
that if there was "a severe loss and it was 
shown that the cause of the loss was the 
result of a train not being allowed to use their 
whistle" it would have a negative impact on 
the municipality. 

The staff report also noted a review that 
found no statistical link between whistle ces¬ 
sation and increase vehicle or pedestrian 


accidents involving trains at crossings. 

"It is staff's view that public safety is more 
than just an exercise in statistics," said direc¬ 
tor of development Don Eastwood, adding 
that train whistling is an important part of 
crossing safety and train awareness, although 
it may be a nuisance to the neighbours. 

Gilford resident Diane MacKinnon asked 


councillors to bring in professional engineers 
to assess the viability of train whistle cessa¬ 
tion, rather than basing their decision "on 
staff views." 

"I fully support the staff report," Coun. 
Doug Lougheed said. "There's a whole 
number of issues. The cost implications are 
huge. This has been discussed four times." 


It may not be the final discussion. 

The report also suggests that council con¬ 
sider possible sound attenuation fencing and 
berming along the GO train line in the 2015 
budget. 

Council decided that no further debate was 
needed, and accepted the recommendation 
of staff. 
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Ontario horse racing industry in crisis

A Simcoe County harness horse trainer and 
owner says 10,000 jobs have been lost in the 
industry and a lot more job losses are coming 
due to the Liberal government's decision to 
end the Slots-at-Racetracks Program (SARP) 
in 2012. 

“The horse-racing opportunity in Ontario 
keeps dwindling. Now you are seeing the 
effects of the cancellation of the agreement," 
said Mike Sinclair, a trainer and owner based 
in Coolcstown and member of the Ontario 
Harness Horse Association (OHHA). 

“Within two years, 50% of the people in the 
horse industry will not be in the industry," he 
added. 

Sinclair cited a number of people who have 


shut down their breeding, training and racing 
operations. 

He says the loss of SARP has reduced the 
industry to a shadow of what it once was. 

In 2011, the standardbred industry held 
1,260 days of racing with prize money 
totalling more than $165 million, according to 
OHHA records. 

In 2013, there were 760 days of racing and 
$92 million in prize money. 

Locally, at Georgian Downs in Innisfil, 
where Sinclair did the majority of his racing, 
it typically held 118 days of racing with prize 
money averaging $11 million to $14 million, 
but in 2013, it held just 29 days of racing with 
prize money of a little more than $3 million, 
he said. 

“The guys that are able to survive are 
hobby horsemen," Sinclair said. 


Sinclair saw the impossibility of making a 
living with harness horse racing under this 
political climate and changed his game. 

“I'm not one of the 50%. I'm going to sur¬ 
vive," he said 

He focuses on yearlings now. He's training, 
racing and reselling them to larger horse 
operations in the United States. He has nine 
horses in his barn. 

He bought four yearlings last year and sold 
one when it was two years old. He is buying 
more “babies" this year. 

“I'm going to race in the United States. I'm 
a small speck, but guys are racing in the 
United States or they're selling out," he said. 

The provincial government announced in 
November race tracks could apply for part of 
$400 million over five years and it would inte¬ 
grate horse racing with the Ontario Lottery 


and Gaming Corporation's modernization 
plan. 

Sinclair said $80 million per year is not 
enough when it is spread out to thorough¬ 
bred, standardbred and quarterhorse breeds 
with 80% of the money going to major tracks 
such as Woodbine Racetrack in Toronto. 

“It means the little tracks have to fight over 
the rest," he said. 

Georgian Downs is the second-best track 
after Woodbine, Sinclair said, but can only 
race 29 days in June, July and August. 

Georgian Downs has no schedule posted 
for this year. 

Sinclair represented the OHHA with a pres- 
entation at Simcoe North MPP Garfield 
Dunlop's pre-budget meeting recently.

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Byelection 
voters can 
send clear 
message 

V oters in the provincial byelections in Thornhill and 
Niagara Falls Thursday have an opportunity to send 
a message to Premier Kathleen Wynne and the Liberals. 

We hope they do. They can't change the balance of 
power in the Legislature, but they can deliver a verdict on 
the Liberals under Wynne, whose one-year anniversary 
as premier was on Tuesday. 

Given the Liberal record of tax-and-spend, waste, polit¬ 
ical corruption, two ongoing OPP investigations and run¬ 
away deficits and debt, we hope that message will be a 
thumbs down. 

The Liberals previously held Niagara Falls — the 
byelection was prompted by the resignation of Liberal 
MPP Kim Craitor — and sending another Liberal to 
Queen's Park would in our view be a huge mistake. 

The Grits would take that as an endorsement of their 
record. The concern is what they won't do to us in future 
if they pay no political price for what they've done to us so 
far. 

Niagara Falls is said to be a battle between NDP candi¬ 
date Wayne Gates, backed by the big public sector unions, 
and Tory candidate Bart Maves, trying to win the riding in 
Tory Leader Tim Hudalc's political backyard. 

The Liberals are running a "buy election" on behalf of 
candidate Joyce Morocco, promising $100 million in 
goodies for the riding — $75 million for the wine industry 
and $26 million for a hospital. 

We hope voters see through that and elect an opposi¬ 
tion MPP, preferably Maves. 

The vote in Thornhill was prompted by the resignation 
of Tory MPP Peter Shurman, after a falling out with 
Hudalc. He's made the election bid of Conservative candi¬ 
date Gila Marlow more difficult by describing the Hudalc 
Tories as a "nightmare" because they have "a plan without 
a vision." 

We hope that doesn't tip the vote in favour of Liberal 
candidate Sandra Yeung Racco, since the Grits are com¬ 
petitive in Thornhill. 

Hudalc's Tories caused more controversy this week by 
disallowing Newmarket councillor and former Sun 
columnist Maddie Di Muccio from seeking the Conserva¬ 
tive nomination in Newmarket-Aurora. 

Indeed, if the Tories hope to win the expected general 
election this spring, they're going to have to stop circling 
the wagons and firing at each other. And remember that 
Wynne and the Liberals are their real opponents.

Hydro One customers 
deserve much more 


I am writing as a result of recent news 
coverage concerning Hydro One, and in 
particular, issues with our customer 
billing system and the impact it is having 
on some of our customers. 

First and foremost, I would like to 
apologize to our customers who are 
experiencing billing and customer serv¬ 
ice issues. 

As the leader of Hydro One, I am 
directly accountable for customer serv¬ 
ice and I promise you that I will focus 
our resources on not only fixing these 
problems but on changing our customer 
service culture. 

This past May, Hydro One transi¬ 
tioned to a new billing system. Our old 
system was outdated, not working well 
and it was determined that a change was 
needed. While the new system did cor¬ 
rect some existing issues, the unantici¬ 
pated result was that some customers 
experienced prolonged estimated bills, 
delayed bills, multiple bills or no bills at 


all. Customers calling the call centre 
have also experienced a lower level of 
service as agents have struggled with the 
new system. 

Escalated complaints are sometimes 
taking months to resolve. 

Clearly, this is not the level of service 
people deserve from Ontario's electricity 
delivery company and it is not the level 
of service we aim to deliver. 

I have focused every available 
resource on resolving these issues. A 
dedicated team is already working to fix 
the problems as quickly as possible. 

The last thing I want is for our cus¬ 
tomers to worry. 

They deserve bills that are clear, timely 
and accurate. 

So I want your readers - our customers 
- to know that they will only pay for the 
electricity they use. 

If they receive a catch-up bill because 
they have been billed on estimates or 
have not received a bill, we will work 


with them to arrange a reasonable pay¬ 
ment plan. 

If we have made a mistake on a bill, 
we will not charge interest and we will 
not apply services charges or fees. 

If we find that we have over-billed an 
account, we will notify our customers 
and offer them a refund cheque. 

We are improving training at our call 
centre to make sure our agents have the 
information they need to answer more of 
your questions on the first call. 

I also pledge to keep you informed on 
the company's efforts to transform our 
customer service culture. 

We know our customers are counting 
on us and we owe it to them to make 
sure that we learn from this and that we 
do better.

BRADFORD - A woman was grabbed by the throat during an argument here while she 
was visiting a friend Wednesday afternoon. 

South Simcoe police say the woman's boyfriend came by to argue at about 4:20 p.m. 
Following the assault, a man fled but was arrested by police a short time later. 

A 33-year-old Bradford man is charged with assault and breaching the terms of his 
release on another charge. 

He was held in custody pending a bail hearing Thursday morning. 

Police say the woman was not injured. 

SECOND SUSPECT TIED TO JEWELRY THEFT 

GILFORD - The second person wanted for a jewelry theft from a home here has been 
arrested and charged by South Simcoe police. 

In November, a woman was arrested and charged with possession of stolen property, 
after police determined the items had been pawned for cash at several Barrie locations. 

On Tuesday, a 27-year-old Barrie man turned himself in to police in Bradford. 

He is also charged with possession of stolen property and was released with conditions, 
and a March court date. 

MAN SLAPPED AND SPAT AT IN COMMUTER LOT 

BRADFORD - A man was spat upon and slapped during an argument in the Highway 400 
commuter lot here Monday morning. 

At about 9:30 a.m., a man and his estranged wife met to sign some papers. 

There was an argument and the woman became enraged. As the man tried to seek safety 
in his vehicle, a woman spat in his face and slapped him, say South Simcoe police. 

Officers arrived and spoke to both people, before arresting a 37-year-old New Tecumseth 
woman. 

She is charged with assault and released on conditions to stay away from her former 
husband. 

The woman has a March court date. 

ARGUMENT AT DINER LEADS TO TROUBLE 

BRADFORD - A truck-stop diner argument led to a public intoxication charge against a 
Toronto woman here Monday evening. 

South Simcoe police were called to the diner at about 7:15 p.m. and say a drunk woman 
was causing a scene because her boyfriend no longer wanted to travel with her. 

A 38-year-old woman was taken to the police station to sober up, and was later returned 
to Toronto by a relative. 

SLEDDER TRIED TO EVADE POLICE 

A snowmobiler who tried to evade police officers is facing criminal charges. 

According to South Simcoe Police, marine unit officers with York Regional Police 
attempted to stop a snowmobile on Cook's Bay around 7 p.m. Sunday. 

The officers had emergency lights activated on their snowmobile, and were unable to get 
the driver to stop his machine. 

When they got in front of the snowmobile, police say the driver attempted to hit the 
police snowmobiles. 

When the officers forced the snowmobile to a stop and the man was arrested, it was dis¬ 
covered that he had been drinking. 

South Simcoe Police assisted and took custody of the driver. He was taken to the station 
where testing resulted in impaired and dangerous driving charges. 

A 50-year-old Innisfil man had his driver’s licence suspended for 90 days and will appear 
in court later this month. 

SNOWMOBILER HURT AFTER HITTING SNOWBANK 

A man suffered minor injuries after the snowmobile he was driving hit a snowbank on 
Lake Simcoe Sunday afternoon. 

According to South Simcoe Police, the man had been travelling towards shore near Gil¬ 
ford just after 2 p.m. when he the snow bank that had been created by someone clearing 
snow from the lake.

Friends riding nearby took him home and called Simcoe County Paramedics who took 
him to the hospital with minor injuries. 

Police say they expect to lay charges of operating without insurance and driving without 
a licence. 

Police reminding the public that operating a snowmobile requires a driver’s licence or 
motorized snow vehicle operator’s licence, as well as insurance.

"I'm not in favour of this. It's not 
exactly the most proven technology. 
You're looking at spending an extra 
$52,000," he said. "I don't believe it's a 
proven method at this time. I'm worried 
about fraud or discrepancies, and I 
don't want to spend another $52,000 on 
this election." 

Coun. Rod Boynton pointed out the 
same concerns over fraud had been 
expressed when the vote-by-mail 
option was introduced. This will be the 
third Innisfil municipal election with 
mail-in ballots. 

Vote-by-mail has effectively 
increased voter turn-out, he said. 

"I see this as a major step forward," 
said Boynton. "There's tons of people 
out there that can point, click and vote." 

Karen Fraser, Innisfil acting clerk, 
believes residents will embrace the 
option. 

"Voters will want to take advantage of 
Internet voting, simply because it is 
more convenient," she said, adding that 
flexibility for electors - especially for 
students, travellers, or non-residents - 
gives them the ability to vote anytime, 
anywhere. 

Wasaga Beach town council has also 
allowed Internet and phone electronic 
voting from Oct. 17 to Oct. 26 prior to 
municipal election day on Oct. 27. 

Mayor Cal Patterson said it could 
help bolster sagging voter turnout num¬ 
bers. 

"I think it will. It could be pretty dra¬ 
matic," he said. "Our voter turnout has 


been very low, something in the range 
30% to 34%. We'd like to see it higher." 

Between 5,000 and 6,000 Wasaga 
Beach seasonal residents in more than 
3,000 seasonal dwellings will also find 
online voting attractive, Patterson said, 
adding the town's permanent popula¬ 
tion of 18,000 swells to between 23,000 
and 25,000 in the summer months. 

"We have quite a senior demographic 
over 65 and if they're headed south 
they'll have the opportunity to vote," he 
said, adding that seasonal Wasaga 
Beach residents who also live in the 
GTA and elsewhere would also find it 
handy. 

Like Innisfil Mayor Baguley, he 
believes the online gathering of votes is 
safe from misuse. 

"I'm okay with the security. I think we 
all felt pretty comfortable with it," he 
said. 

The Municipal Elections Act, 1996 
gives municipalities the authority to 
pass by-laws authorizing the use of 
alternative voting, such as vote by mail, 
telephone, and the Internet. 

According to the Ministry of Munici¬ 
pal Affairs and Housing (MAH), approx¬ 
imately 30 Ontario municipalities used 
Internet voting in 2010. The first use of 
Internet voting in an Ontario municipal 
election was in 2003. 

Councils have until fune 1, 2014 to 
pass the by-law authorizing the use of 
alternative voting. 

"So it is not known at this time how 
many municipalities will be using inter¬ 
net voting for the 2014 election," said 
MAH spokesperson May Nazar. 


Pan-Am Games security discussed

Innisfil is hosting the shooting com¬ 
petition for the 2015 Pan/Parapan 
American Games - and that could pres¬ 
ent security issues for the Town of 
about 34,000 people. 

The South Simcoe Police Service, 
which polices both Innisfil and Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury, is a member of 
the Integrated Security Unit (ISU), 
established by the province to provide 
security during the games, under the 
lead of the Ontario Provincial Police. 

South Simcoe Police will be involved, 
and will be reimbursed by the Ministry 
of Community Safety and Correctional 
Services for any "incremental, reason¬ 


able and justifiable expenses" arising 
from providing security for the games - 
but at the moment, said South Simcoe 
Police Chief Rick Beazley, those details 
are still being worked out, and the 
municipal police force is in talks with 
the Ministry. 

Chief Beazley said that South Simcoe 
police were meeting regularly with the 
ISU and Ministry, every couple of 
weeks, but that the details of the ser¬ 
vice's future role are still unclear. 

"We haven't really got into that," he 
said. "We really don't have a good sense 
of that now. We have to sort out these 
details." Not that the details will be 
made public; as Chief Beazley noted, 
"Any of the plans and preparations are 
classified."

Ready, set, go. 

It's sports versus science in this game and 
anyone can play. 

The Simcoe County Museum has brought 
in an interactive exhibit, The Perfect Match - 
Sport vs. Science, from the Sherbrooke 
Museum of Nature and Science in Quebec. 

It centres on the role science plays in 
sports. 

"It's actually great because it shows the 
impact that science has made on sports/' said 
Meredith King, events programmer at the 
museum. “There are some things about how 
science affects sports that people don't really 
realize, something as simple as running 
shoes. There's a lot of science that goes into 
making it." 

The process to making a running shoe is 
different than the science that goes into the 
making of a soccer cleat or a basketball shoe 
or a wrestling shoe. Over time, the science 
has also evolved to make shoes better as well 
as enhance performance. 

The exhibit will be in Barrie for a couple 
several months and will be available during 
Family Day. 

This year the museum has added a couple 
of new elements to its fifth annual Family Day 
— making a snow sculpture and painting it — 
the entire family can participate in. 

There is also a snowsnake challenge — par¬ 
ticipants throw a stick down a track in this 
First Nations game. How far it travels could 
be worth a trophy. 

“As it's going through a track it wiggles," 
said King, adding that it resembles the snake 
it is named for. “We still have the toboggan 
competition and we also have a snowshoeing 
orienteering challenge competition." 

There are prizes and trophies for the win¬ 
ners of the three events. 

Additional prizes will be awarded for the 
toboggans in different categories such as 
biggest, most unique and oldest. 

The snowshoe challenge begins at 10 a.m., 
the toboggan run starts 1:15 p.m. 

The snowsnake challenge is ongoing 
throughout the day. 

The Perfect Match - Sport vs. Science 
exhibit also has a number of interactive 
aspects. There is an opportunity, for example, 
to practise a couple of sports with digital 
videos. 

“It tapes you and shows the comparison to 
a real pitcher's movement so you can perfect 
your pitching or cheerleading abilities, do it 
again and make improvements," King said. 
“We also have an area I like to refer to as the 
specialists corner, all the people you would 
go to see before a competition. You would go 
and see a physical trainer to increase your 
strength." 

There are other specialists represented, 
such as a nutritionist and there are activities 
built around each specialty. How, for exam¬ 
ple, to increase strength in the fingers which

is needed for pitching and martial arts. 

The entire exhibit occupies 1,300 square 
feet and is located near the front desk.

In some ways, it's the end of an era. 

South Simcoe police Deputy Chief Al

Former Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Frank fonlcman Sr. also dropped in 
to congratulate Cheesman and wish him 
well in retirement. 

"I worked with Al for almost two years 
now, and I can't think of anyone better for 
the job," said Chief Beazley, wishing his 
deputy "the best" retirement. 

"I'm sad to see him go." 

There was food and a cake at the event, 
but no speeches and no roast. 

That will wait until the Retirement Cele¬ 
bration Golf Tournament, planned for 
fune 13 at The Club at Bond Head: an 
afternoon of golf, dinner and presenta¬ 
tions, thanking the deputy chief for his 
years of service. 

Cheesman said he plans to do "nothing" 
for the next six months, except a little trav¬ 


elling, including a trip to Hawaii in May. 

Then he'll be looking around for a new 
job. Nothing to do with policing, just 
something "where I don't have to tell 
anyone what to do." 

He admits he will probably miss the 


career that has been such a large part of 
his life. 

"I've never had a bad day," he says. "I've 
had rough days, but I get to go home to my 
family." 

"We're going to miss him," Sgt. fohn Van 


Dyke said. 

South Simcoe police will be hiring a 
replacement for the deputy chief to start in 
2015.
